DID YOU KNOW?? 
MT. KEARSARGE 


New Hampshire's 2,937- foot Mt. Kearsarge, one of the oldest mountains in the 
state, is located in Warner and Wilmot, the home of Winslow and Rollins State 
Parks. Because of its easy accessibility from the parks and outstanding summit 
vistas, Mt. Kearsarge is a popular family hiking destination. Views include nearby 
Sunapee, Ragged, and Cardigan mountains and more distant Mt. Monadnock and 
Ascutney. On very clear days, views extend to the White Mountains, the Green 
Mountains of Vermont, the Atlantic Ocean, and Boston. 


The exposed granite summit is a good place to see evidence of past glacial 
activity. During the glacial period more than 25,000 years ago, a great ice sheet 
more than a mile thick moved over Kearsarge and much of New Hampshire. 
Glacial striations (grooves cut in rock by the movement of glacial ice) can be seen 
on the summit, as well as on ledge outcroppings in the Winslow picnic area. In 
addition, large boulders called glacial erratics, can be seen from the trails. The 
mass of ice was powerful enough to move the boulders which were left behind 
when the ice sheet retreated. The bare summit is the result of a 1796 forest fire 
which burned the vegetation and exposed the soil to wind and water erosion. 


Governor Endicott of the Massachussetts Bay Colony made an exploration of the 
New Hampshire wilderness to find the source of the Merrimack River in 1652. 
Members of the expedition are believed to be the first Europeans to see Mt. 
Kearsarge. It is shown as "Carasarga" on the map they produced, believed to be a 
name derived from a Native American word meaning "notch-pointed-mountain of 
pines." The evolution of the mountain's name has included "Kyasarge" in the 
1749 charter for Perrystown (now Sutton), "Chi a Sarge" in a 1755 Perrytown's 
proprietors meeting, and "Kyar Sarga" on a 1774 map. "Kearsarge" appeared on 
an 1816 map of Merrimack County.

WILMOT ANNUAL TOWN MEETING MARCH 12, 2009 


The meeting was called to order at 7:00 PM on Thursday March 12, 2009, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


The meeting began with the Pledge of Allegiance led by the Moderator, Tom Kraeger. 


The Moderator explained the Rules of Procedure for the Town Meeting. The Moderator will 
read each article; a motion will be made and seconded to accept the article as read. Discussion 
will follow, and all questions will be directed to the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 3: Selectman Thompson made the motion, seconded by Chairman Huntoon that the 
Town votes to raise and appropriate the sum of seven hundred and ninety thousand dollars 
($790,000.00) for the construction of a highway garage on Tax map 010 Lot 004 and authorize 
the issuance of not more than seven hundred and ninety thousand dollars ($790,000.00) of 
bonds or notes in accordance with the Municipal Finance Act, RSA 33, and to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and determine the rate of interest, 
maturity and other terms for such purpose. Selectman Thompson spoke on Article 3, explaining 
the background of the highway garage, the formation of a highway committee and all the 
research done. Selectman Thompson then recognized the committee members; Tom Woodger, 
Sumner Woodward, Doug Rayno and Lorrie Sliter. Selectman Thompson also explained that 
passage of this article will add seventy-one thousand dollars (71,000.00) to be raised in taxes 
for five years including 2008. After some discussion, the Moderator explained that there has to 
be a 2/3 vote and that voting will be open for one hour. Voting started at 7:16 PM and ended 
at 8:16pm. There were 113 votes, 102 in favor, 11 opposed.

In planning and performing our audit of the financial statements of Town of Wilmot as of and for 
the year ended December 31, 2008, in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in 
the United States of America, we considered the Town's internal control over financial reporting 
(internal control) as a basis for designing our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing 
opinions on the financial statements, but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the 
effectiveness of the Town’s internal control. Accordingly, we do not express an opinion on the 
effectiveness of Town of Wilmot’s internal control. 


A control deficiency exists when the design or operation of a control does not allow management 
or employees, in the normal course of performing their assigned functions, to prevent or detect 
misstatements on a timely basis. A significant deficiency is a control deficiency, or combination 
of control deficiencies, that adversely affects the entity’s ability to initiate, authorize, record, 
process, or report financial data reliably in accordance with generally accepted accounting 
principles such that there is more than a remote likelihood that a misstatement of the entity’s — 
financial statements that is more than inconsequential will not be prevented or detected by the 
entity’s internal control.

The Wilmot Police Department responded to a variety of calls for service in 2009. 
Sadly a fatal accident on Kearsarge Valley Rd took the life a young person. Department 
members continue to attend various training seminars. 


In 2009 the Town of Wilmot contracted with Emergency Communications 
Network for its “Code Red” high-speed emergency Telephone notifications services. The 
system gives Town emergency officials the ability to deliver prerecorded emergency 
telephone/information to the entire Town. If your phone number is not in our records 
you will not receive a call from the Town in an emergency. To ensure that you are not 
omitted, please log onto the Town of Wilmot’s website, WWW.Town of Wilmot. Net and 
follow the link to “Code red Emergency Notification network” (if you do dot have access 
to the intenet, please call The Wilmot town Office at 526-4802 and your information will 
be added to the data base. Minimum required information includes, first and last name, 
physical street address in Wilmot and primary phone number. Additional phone 
numbers, such as cell phones or seasonal residences are strongly encouraged. 


The police department is participating in a computer program that allows officers 
to check licenses, registrations, wanted persons and stolen articles by cruiser mounted 
computers. The officer will also receive emergency broadcast from other police agencies 
for wanted person, alerts and officer safety alerts. 


You are urged to post your house number in a visible location in case we have to 
respond to your residence during an emergency. If you do not know your house 
number, please contact the Town Office. It is essential to have house numbers number 
posted as seconds count in an emergency and other responders may not be familiar 
with your address.

The Wilmot Fire and Rescue Department consists of volunteers who are committed to 
protecting the people and property of the community as they have for the past 67 years. The 
department had another busy year in 2009 and responded to 125 calls for service, which included 
several training drills. 


Training, education and safety for the members in the fire service are important to the 
services the department provides for the town. Monthly training for the 25 volunteer men and 
women are held in both the Fire and Emergency Medical Service. This year, four members of the 
department completed the State Level I firefighter course that consisted of 212 hours of training 
for each member. Emergency Medical Personnel are required to submit 48 hours of continuing 
education every two years. The department also maintains gear to National Fire Protection 
Association (NFPA) Standards and is always working toward keeping equipment up-to-date.

Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of 
Forests & Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in 
New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire 
Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under 
State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services 
also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the 
local fire department or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. 
Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s 
forest resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 
271-2214, or online at www.nhdflLorg. 


Spring fire season was unusually short this past year, with wet weather beginning the third 
week in April and lasting virtually all summer long. Consequently both the number of fires 
and the number of acres burned were below the last five year average. Due to state budget 
constraints, the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers was limited to class 
III or higher fire danger days. Despite the reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire 
lookout towers are credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures this 
season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting capability 
was supplemented this year by contracted aircraft and the Civil Air Patrol when fire danger 
was especially high. Surprisingly the largest single fire this year occurred in late November 
during an unusual dry spell, in the northern Coos County town of Clarksville. This fire burned 
17.1 acres and is presumed to have been caused by a careless hunter. Many homes in New 
Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and 
flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2009 season threatened 
structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should 
take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include 
keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green 
space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire 
department and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

2009 REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


I am privileged to be chair of the Board of Trustees of the Wilmot Public Library. It has been a 
wonderful year at our library. We are so lucky to have such great support from everyone in our 
town. 


In March, 2009, Carla Marshall retired from the Trustees after many years of service. Her 
leadership was amazing, and we want to thank her for her many years of dedicated time to the 
library. Thank you. Thank you. Thank you. Ann Davis was elected new trustee and assumed 
the office of secretary. 


Once again our library director, Rosanna Eubank Dude, and her assistant, Kendel Currier, have 
done an exemplary job. Library use and the number of card holders continue to rise. In 2009 
the most significant statistic was the growth in library visits by patrons, which totaled 6,525. 
Also on the rise was attendance at monthly library evening programs, made possible in part by 
grants from the NH Humanities Council. These programs have been suggested by a volunteer 
board and are widely advertised. They have attracted almost 700 guests from Wilmot and 
surrounding towns. The circulation of DVDs rose to over 3,000, and audio books increased to 
almost 700. 


We continue to participate in Libraries of the Upper Valley co op (LUV) and InterLibrary Loan 
(ILL) which enables us to provide access to many more titles for our patrons. If you want a 
book, we can arrange to get it for you. Please ask. 


The library owes a huge thank you to the active and effective “Friends of the Wilmot Public 
Library” organization which has so generously helped to supplement our budget again this 
year. Thanks to Carol MacDonald, president of the friends, her executive board, and the 
members representing 163 households, the Wilmot Public Library continues to shine. And the 
library couldn’t be open 25 hours a week, and six days, without the dedication of our loyal 
volunteers numbering more than 25. A huge thank you to everyone. If you are interested in 
volunteering, please speak to Rosanna or Kendel. Thank you as well to the Wilmot Garden 
Club which continues to maintain our gardens and flower boxes in the spring, summer, and 
fall, and hangs wreaths for Christmas. 


A new service available to patrons is the ability to download, at no cost to them, audio books 
from the NH State Library onto their home computer and then on to an MP3 player or Ipod. 
For more information about this service, contact our librarian Rosanna. We also purchased a 
second public computer this year which has made it easier for patrons to get online. In 
addition, we offer wireless internet in the library for your convenience. 


This is just a reminder. Any day that the Kearsarge Regional School District closes school, the 


library will be closed. If there is just a delayed opening of school, the library will be open as 
usual. If there is any question, feel free to call the library at 526-6804. 
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The library sponsors a monthly book club for adults. Books are available through interlibrary 
loan. 


The library, along with the Wilmot Historical Society, also sponsors a quarterly history book 
discussion. If you are interested in either group, contact Rosanna. 


The children’s story hour moved to Monday mornings and has been very popular. The Summer 
Reading Program “Summertime and the Reading is Easy” was held evenings in early summer, 
with 10 regular attendees from first through fifth grade. Two middle school students, Stefanie 
and Samantha Schechter, assisted with the program. Rosanna managed to complete this 
program before the birth of our newest patron, “Molly” Dude. The Halloween Party and the 
Holiday Party were overwhelming successes this year, thanks to lots of hard work by our 
librarians, volunteers, and the Friends of the Wilmot Public Library. Thanks to the Amy and 
John Swindell, the children had their pictures taken with Santa, and pictures were available at 
the library. 


In December the library sponsored its second annual Children’s Authors Book Fair where local 
authors and illustrators were available to autograph and sell their books just in time for 
Christmas. Again this year, the Friends were available to wrap the books.

The photo below shows a chainsaw safety demonstration on a Thompson family 
woodlot off Cross Hill Road. Other co-sponsors were: Londonderry Conservation Commission, 
NH Timberland Owners Association, NH Division of Forests and Lands, and Quality Deer 
Management Association. 


The committee undertook a study of the new NH workforce housing law passed last year (SB 381). 
This bill requires that towns do not use regulations to unfairly prevent the building of affordable 
workforce housing. But they also permit the town some control over where the housing can be 
located. The WCC proposed creating an overlay layer for workforce housing which would exclude 
the areas of highest conservation value based on our recently completed Conservation Plan. This 
project is close to completion and a workforce housing overlay map will be presented to the 
Planning Board for their use as they consider zoning issues related to this bill. 


WCC members attended several meetings and workshops related to conservation. These included a 
meeting at Kearsarge Regional HS explaining the new WF law and how the towns can meet the 
requirements of this law, and a Regional GIS Forum in Hanover. New for this year, Ausbon 
Sargent Land Preservation Trust sponsored a series of three meetings for regional CC chairs at 
their headquarters in New London. These meetings were excellent and provided an opportunity for 
conservation chairmen from the different towns to interact and compare notes. 


A WCC bulletin board was prepared and mounted near the entrance to the town office. It contains 
information and maps about conservation and the Conservation Plan. Finally, please visit our 
updated web page on the town website, www.wilmotnh.org, click on Town Government, then 
conservation commission.. By clicking on “CONSERVATION REPORTS AND MAPS” all WCC 
reports and maps can be viewed.

Sunapee-Ragged-Kearsarge Greenway Coalition (SRKGC) 


The Sunapee-Ragged-Kearsarge Greenway Coalition was founded in 1993 as a non-profit, all 
volunteer organization with the mission of promoting hiking and land conservation. A 75-mile 
loop “green necklace” hiking trail, the SRK Greenway was built on the core building blocks of 
trails in four state parks, three state forests, Class VI roads and private landowners’ properties, 
passing through 10 towns in our region (Andover, Danbury, Goshen, Newbury, New London, 
Springfield, Sunapee, Sutton, Warner, and Wilmot). 


Wilmot has 13.2 miles of SRK Greenway trails or 18% of the 75-mile total; more than any other 
town. Of the 14 sections of the greenway trail system Trails 7 and 8 lie entirely in Wilmot as do 
sections of Trails 9 and 10 and all of the Langenau spur trail, which starts at the end of Messer 
Road, accessible from Granite Hill Road. Trail 6 begins near Pleasant Lake in New London and 
crosses over into Wilmot and down to Route 4A, passing through the Webb easement. Trail 7 
starts on the other side of 4A, crosses Kimpton Brook and proceeds through scenic woods to 
Stearns Road. The trail from Stearns Road to the top of Bog Mountain is one of the prettiest 
hikes on the greenway and is only one mile to the summit where there are great views in all 
directions. The trail descends through private land to Pinnacle Road and on to the town hall 
parking lot. The next section (Trail 8) starts on the other side of N Wilmot Road beyond Pinnacle 
Road and passes by a beaver pond before reaching the end of Patterson Road. A left turn takes 
one down a trail which ends on Eagle Pond Road. The trail follows Eagle Pond Road, passes 
through the Hall easement and follows New Canada Road for one mile. Trail 9 climbs a ridge 
and eventually reaches the top of the Ragged Mountain ski lift in Andover. Besides providing 
four-season hiking for Wilmot residents, many sections of the trails in Wilmot are used for snow 
shoeing and X-C skiing. Give it a try! 


With over 200 members, SRK Greenway is a thoroughly community-based organization 
governed by an active Board of Directors which oversees trail maintenance work, a newsletter, a 
website (www.srkg.com), a Trail Guide book, a 3-season hike schedule, and an annual meeting 
with guest speaker and pot luck supper in March of each year. 


To further the knowledge and understanding of hiking trails as important features of the region’s 
recreational and health benefits and its tourism economy, SRK Greenway representatives met 
with several town boards and Conservation Commissions, worked with Ausbon Sargent Land 
Preservation Trust (ASLPT) and the Society for the Protection of New Hampshire Forests 
(SPNHF), and made presentations to the NH State Parks System Advisory Council, the Mount 
Sunapee Advisory Committee, and the Statewide Trails Advisory Committee.

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The Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust 

For more than 20 years, the Ausbon Sargent Land Preservation Trust (Ausbon 
Sargent) has been a leader in the conservation of our natural resources in the Mount 
Kearsarge/Lake Sunapee Region. The mission of this non-profit, citizen-based group is to 
protect the region’s rural landscape. Since its founding in 1987, Ausbon Sargent has 
completed 105 projects and protected 6,425 acres. All of these conservation lands must 
provide for some public benefit and two thirds of these properties offer public access. 

Many Wilmot residents actively support Ausbon Sargent. They include: Jen Ellis, 
board member and easement monitor; Brian Faughnan, Lawre Goodnow, Dudley 
Moseley, and Paul Sahler, easement monitors; and Dick and Sage Chase, Dana Dakin, 
Brian and Barbara Faughnan, Mary and Greg Gutgsell, Pam and Ray Ilg, Glenn and Gail 
Matthews, Dudley and Claire Mosley, Bill and Marilyn Pike, and Lee and Terri Wilcox, 
progressive dinner hosts. 

Twice a year, Ausbon Sargent’s Outreach Committee sponsors a roundtable 
discussion for the chairmen of Conservation Commissions in the land trust’s 12-town 
region, which includes Wilmot. In November, the Committee sponsored “How to Make 
Your Town Farm Friendly,” a workshop for the decision makers on town boards and 
commissions in the Mount Kearsarge/Lake Sunapee Region. The workshop allowed 
participants to examine how they could ensure that their towns were “farm friendly” 
through zoning, planning and conservation. Several representatives from Wilmot’s 
boards and commissions participated in all three of these events. 

A new feature on the Ausbon Sargent website indicates which of the land trust’s 
protected properties have trails open to the public. These trails, many of which cross 
privately owned land, are open to hiking, cross-country skiing and snowshoeing. The web 
site includes trail maps and driving directions. 

In 2009, Ausbon Sargent received accreditation from the Land Trust 
Accreditation Commission, an independent program of the Land Trust Alliance. Ausbon 
Sargent and the Monadnock Conservancy are the only land trusts in New Hampshire to 
earn this accreditation. Since 2008, fewer than 5 percent of land trusts in the United 
States have achieved this distinction. 

Land conservation is a partnership that often involves not only the landowner and 
Ausbon Sargent, but also other conservation organizations and local conservation 
commissions. In Wilmot, nearly 1,800 acres are protected by conservation easements 
through land trusts. These parcels are privately owned and their owners continue to pay 
property taxes on their land. Wilmot has many “special places” that contribute to making 
our town a place you are proud to call home. If you would like to participate in protecting 
these places, your options include: become a conservation easement donor, support 
Ausbon Sargent financially, volunteer your time to the organization, and encourage our 
town officials to protect Wilmot’s rural character by supporting land conservation. If you 
are interested in learning more about Ausbon Sargent’s land projects and events, you may 
visit www.ausbonsargent.org, or stop by the organization’s office at 71 Pleasant Street, 
New London.

The Wilmot Garden Club (WGC) is dedicated to beautifying the town. 


Traditionally the club has focused on planting and maintaining town gardens and 
decorating public buildings for the winter holidays. In 2009, members decided to select several 
larger projects and raise money to fund them. These potential projects include designing and 
planting the grounds of the War Memorial on Village Road, and establishing a scholarship for a 
Wilmot resident who wants to pursue a career in horticulture or a related field. 

To raise money for these projects, the garden club holds a plant sale the Saturday before 
Memorial Day. In 2010 it will be from 8 a.m. to noon, Saturday, May 29, at The Old Firehouse 
in Wilmot Flat. Many thanks to Dana Dakin for allowing the WGC to use her property at the 
corner of Village and Campground roads. This prime location helps ensure our success. Prior to 
the sale, members dig and pot perennials from their gardens. Then they nurture them, so the 
plants are in great shape the day of the sale. Also available will be a wide selection of annuals 
and vegetable plants grown by Jolly Farmer in Maine. Throughout the growing season, 
volunteers weeded and tended gardens throughout town. They include: Lisah Carpenter, Timmy 
Patten Memorial Beach; Ann Davis, Town Offices and the intersection of Kearsarge Valley and 
Village roads; Mary Fanelli, War Memorial; Elizabeth Fielding, Post Office; Lindy Heim, the 
intersection of Village Road and Church Place; Susan Morse, Langley Park; Nancy Schlosser, 
the Pine Hill Playground and baseball field; and De Segerson, Wilmot Town Hall. 

Susan Morse tackled the Langley Garden at the corner of Route 4A and North Wilmot 
Road. Susan, aided by Lindy Heim, Ellie Gregor, and Janet Howe weeded the bed. They 
rearranged some plants and added new perennials from members’ gardens. They donated excess 
plants to the Wilmot Learning Place’s fall plant sale. 

In mid-October, Doug Rayno, ably assisted by his big Caterpillar excavator, carefully 
removed the fallen trees along the edge of Tannery Pond. Alan Richardson, Dave Lorden, Gayle 
Irick and Lindy Heim were on hand to help Doug. Prior to the work, Angela Mahoney, the 
administrative assistant at the Town Offices, obtained the required permits for working at the 
edge of a wetland.

Wilmot resident, Dave Benedict, generously donated 
rhododendrons and Spruce trees, which were planted by Dave Atwood, Sr., Dave Atwood, Jr., 
and Dave Benedict, all of Wilmot, and Scott Neimeyer of Andover.

His 
February discussion about the Kimball Family’s history in North Wilmot was followed 
with additional Wilmot stories in November. His fall program presented his audience 
with the foibles of a cast of characters who graced our town during the past century. 
Everyone found his stories both entertaining and informative!

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Recycling Committee Report — 2009 


First, we’d like to thank Dean Hughes, Transfer Station Attendant, and David Lorden, his 
assistant, for their work on behalf of town residents throughout the year. 


2009 marked the redesign of the Transfer Station. This work included moving the location of 
the bin for co-mingled recyclables and improving the traffic flow through the facility by 
moving the entrance. Other enhancements included a new building for the attendants. 
FloorCraft NH, on Route 11 in Wilmot, donated a carpet to keep the attendants’ feet warm in 
the winter. 


From May 2 to May 9, 2009, the Town of Wilmot Recycling Committee collaborated with 
the Wilmot Conservation Commission, the Wilmot Garden Club, and the Wilmot 
Community Association for the town-wide clean-up. 


This effort involved 99 people — up from 56 in 2008. These volunteers picked up trash along 
roads throughout town. Many participants took the time to segregate trash from recyclables, 
thus keeping many pounds of refuse out of the compactor. Thank you! As a reward for this 
effort, Wilmot received 800 daffodil bulbs from the “New Hampshire the Beautiful/Litter- 
Free New Hampshire” program. In the fall of 2009, the Wilmot Garden Club planted the 
bulbs in several prominent spots around town including the Transfer Station entrance.

Wilmot’s recycling statistics: 


Construction debris — 422.64 tons, up from 47.35 tons in 2008. 
Co-mingled items — 22.78 tons, up from 22.16 tons in 2008. 
Glass — 31.88 tons, down from 37.5 tons in 2008. 

Electronics — 2.57 tons, down from 3.5 tons in 2008. 

Scrap metal — 26.33 tons, down from 37 tons in 2008. 

Paper and cardboard — 91.05 tons, up from 70.89 tons. 


Keep up the good work! 


When you reduce, recycle, reuse and recover you help reduce the town’s cost to remove 
refuse. It costs Wilmot $115 a ton — that’s nearly 6 cents a pound — for items deposited in the 
crusher. Recycling is important and easy. 
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Here are some reminders: 
e Any paper and cardboard that can be torn and is clean should be recycled. 
e Glass jars, bottles, ceramic toilets and sinks, and window glass can be 
deposited in the glass bin. 
e Plastic #1 thru #7, water, soda, milk jugs, etc. go in the co-mingle bin. Please 
rinse, remove caps, and crush. 
e Aluminum and steel cans go in the co-mingle bin. Please rinse and crush.

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REPORT OF 
VETERANS MEMORIAL COMMITTEE 


The Wilmot Veterans Memorial Project continues and there are a few unfinished aspects to 
be addressed. 


During 2009 five 12x12 pavers were engraved in the walk making a total of 101 purchased 
and one 4x8 paver was personalized in the curb totaling 91. There are 2 orders pending for 
12x12s which will be engraved and placed next spring. There are still 48 large blanks and 46 
small blanks available for purchase. 


The original plans included planting trees in the back border of the memorial to create a 
park-like frame work for the monument. We have received memorial donations earmarked 
for this purpose. The first step toward this goal was to determine where the boundary is 
located. Due to the vagueness of existing documents regarding this property which was 
given to the town 90 years ago, an exact location of the property line could not be 
established but a reasonable estimate has been made, adequate for these purposes. The 
Wilmot Garden Club in cooperation with Chris Kessler, Landscape Architect, is researching 
options. The existing big maple tree is probably over 100 years old and starting to have 
areas dying. Different types of native trees are being considered for their color, shape and 
suitability for the site. We are also considering a buffer zone of lilacs or other appropriate 
shrubs between the wild wetland area and the groomed memorial grounds. 


The Garden Club has provided and maintained a beautiful flower garden surrounding the 
plaque. Their efforts are most appreciated! The green shrubs have done well and will be 
mulched again in the spring. The town highway department continues to take care of the 
mowing. A few isolated areas of the statue are changing color possibly due to oxidization. 
In 2010 this situation will be addressed and assessed for appropriate action. 


The total amount of funds available in the checking account is $8362.77 of which $550.00 is 
earmarked for trees leaving a balance of $7812.77 for future needs and general maintenance 
The balance in the Soldier’s Monument Trust Fund appropriated and administered by the 
town was $1.923.18 as of 30 September 2009. Our long term goal of maintaining and 
enhancing the beauty of this memorial without placing any financial burden on the town or 
taxpayers is being met. 


The continued support of the Historical Society, the Garden Club, the Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of Wilmot is most appreciated. Anyone interested in purchasing a paver or 


curb stone can get an order blank at the Wilmot Town Office or the Wilmot Public Library.

As we enter our 40" year, staff at Lake Sunapee Region VNA & Hospice (LSRVNA) 
remain grateful for the ongoing opportunities to provide home health, hospice, long-term 
care and community health services to all residents of Wilmot. Our Mission remains 
unchanged and centers on providing these services to support the dignity and 
independence of all individuals and families in your community. As in previous years, 
the LSRVNA Board of Directors has pledged that, within its financial resources, the 
Agency will continue to provide Wilmot residents with all its services, except for long- 
term private duty care, regardless of insurance coverage or any patient’s ability to pay for 
care. 


In the past year, LSRVNA provided care to at least 180 residents of your Town, including 
the following: 


“* Provided over 1500 hours of nursing, therapy and in-home long term supportive 
care to 38 individuals; 


“* Provided approximately 1224 in-home nursing, therapy and social work visits to 
these residents; and, 


“* Five residents received 122 visits through our hospice program and, thanks in part 
to our support, were able to spend their last days at home. Their family and loved 
ones are eligible for bereavement support and counseling for the next year at no 
cost. 


Additionally, 149 residents utilized foot care, flu, and blood pressure clinics and parent- 
child, caregiver, and bereavement support groups provided by LSRVNA. 


These statistics illustrate how deeply LSRVNA is embedded in the fabric of the Wilmot 
community. However, it should be noted that ours is, truly, a symbiotic relationship. 
Here is why: Despite the obvious need for home health care in Wilmot, LSRVNA would 
not be able to provide all these services without extra financial support from both the 
Town of Wilmot and some of its individual residents. This additional financial support is 
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needed because reimbursement for home care services generally falls short of the cost of 
providing said services. This is an unfortunate aspect of health care today in this county. 
It 1s not a reflection on any lack of fiscal discipline at LSRVNA; we are cautious and 
prudent spenders. In fact, virtually any LSRVNA employee could earn a higher salary 
working in a hospital. The vast majority of people who work at LSRVNA do so because 
of a passion for home health and community; we truly love what we do. 


Speaking on behalf of all Agency employees, I am grateful for your continued support 
and wish you all happiness and the best of health in 2010.

From a philosophical standpoint COA provides multiple ongoing opportunities for area seniors 
to get out and participate in activities and programs which keep their minds and bodies in 
action and improve the quality of their lives. There are many studies which support the fact 
that seniors who volunteer, get out to socialize and stay active, live longer, healthier lives and 
stay longer in their homes. 


From a practical standpoint, in 2009 COA volunteers drove members from the nine town area 
47,000 miles. COA’s transportation program provides home pick up and return to people who 
are unable to drive, all this at no charge and with no reimbursement. To put this 
overwhelming statistic in perspective, COA maintains ongoing separate listings of “ongoing 
rides” - those people who require treatment at the VA Hospital, White River Jct, Concord or 
Hitchcock Hospitals. Oncology patients can often receive treatments only at hospitals other 
than New London Hospital, sometimes requiring transportation on a daily basis. 


COA has a thriving senior center, with over 54 programs. The center is open M-F 9-4. Come 
for exercises, cards, attend an enrichment educational | 

program or just have coffee with friends! A full library and 
video library awaits, computer instruction, knitting group, a 
multitude of volunteer opportunities and most importantly a 
community of people who care about each other.

UNH Cooperative Extension Merrimack County 


UNH Cooperative Extension, the public outreach arm of the University of New Hampshire, has 
engaged New Hampshire residents for 95 years with a broad variety of non-formal educational 
offerings. One in four Merrimack County residents took advantage of at least one Extension program 
last year. 


We offer programs in parenting, family finances, food safety, home gardening, 4-H (including clubs, 
camps, special interest programs and after school programs for children and teens), nutrition education 
for low-income families, and acculturation for refugee families. We respond to the needs of forest 
landowners, commercial farmers, niche growers, farmers’ markets, and many other groups. 


Merrimack County Extension educators also work extensively with towns and school districts, 
organizing and advising after-school programs, helping school and town groundskeepers maintain 
athletic fields, landscaped areas, and town forests. We provide guidance to community boards on 
current use, timber tax law, and other land-use issues. We also help social service agencies plan 
programs and stay current with the latest research and best practices. 


Our county staff participate—and sometimes take leadership roles—in many state and local coalitions, 
among them the Franklin and Concord Asset Building Coalitions, the Concord Substance Abuse 
Coalition, the Timberland Owners Association, N.H. Farm and Forest Exposition board, Ausbon 
Sargent Land Trust outreach committee, N.H. Association for Infant Mental Health, the state Marriage 
and Family Advisory Board, the N.H. Volunteer Administrators Association, and Pittsfield Youth 
Workshop. 


Merrimack County Extension provides fact-sheet notebooks to all town libraries and our educators 
often appear on WPTL Radio (107.7 FM), which offers information to residents throughout the 
station’s listening area. 


UNH Cooperative Extension operates a statewide toll-free Info Line (1-877-398-4769) at our Family, 
Home & Garden Education Center, staffed Monday through Friday, 9:00 a.m. — 2:00 p.m., and 5:00 
p.m. to 7:30 p.m. on Wednesday evenings. Last year, the Info Line handled nearly 600 requests from 
Merrimack County residents. 


Finally, UNH Extension trains and supports more 5,000 volunteers statewide: 4-H leaders, master 
gardeners, wildlife coverts, community tree stewards, water quality monitors, marine docents, and 
others, who extend the reach of Extension programs into many domains of New Hampshire life. If 
volunteer opportunities interest you, please call Merrimack County Extension Office at 796-2151, or 
stop by the office at 315 Daniel Webster Highway in Boscawen next to the County Nursing Home on 
Route 3.

2009-2010 School Year 


The Wilmot Learning Place (WLP) 1s a private, not-for profit 501(c)3 state licensed Preschool 
and Pre-Kindergarten offering an introduction to education for three and four year old children. 
For over 40 years we have provided an affordable preschool for all Wilmot children, operating in 
2 classrooms in the Wilmot Community Association building. 

The school has grown in the decades since it was founded in the early 1960’s and now employs 2 
teachers and | full-time assistants and | part-time assistant teachers, serving 30 students in the 
2009-2010 school year. We offer an early drop off and an after school programs. 


In 2005 we moved into the beautiful new WCA building and constructed 2 new playgrounds. We 
rent this space from the WCA. Our new classrooms and the playgrounds have been wonderful. 


WLP recognizes the importance of providing a loving and warm environment to enhance 
individual growth and development in all areas. We seek to instill a love for learning by 
providing a positive, enjoyable educational experience for each child. By encouraging our 
children to be kind, caring and polite we hope to nurture each student’s love and respect for 
education and their fellow classmates. Classes focus on healthy habits, nutrition, citizenship, 
manners, cooperative and imaginative play as well as number and alphabet recognition. We 
believe that this foundation will serve the children well as they enter Kindergarten and interact 
with the world outside family and school. 


The school 1s governed by a volunteer Board of Directors consisting of concerned citizens, 
parents and a teacher adviser. 


Wilmot Learning Place was the 2007 recipient of the Lake Sunapee VNA Business of the Year 
award. 


Our Pre-K is taught by Clare Morgan, our center director and the Head Pre-K teacher.. 
Sue Blanchard is our Head Preschool Teacher. We also have 2 assistant teachers. 


Operating as a not-for-profit, we run on a tight budget. The Town of Wilmot’s past financial 
support has helped us tremendously every year and we are very grateful. This support, along 
with vigorous fundraising events helps to keep the school’s tuition accessible for every resident 
and allows us to grant Wilmot residents a small discount on their tuition. Thanks to our Budget 
Committee we are operating the school on sound business principles. 


We make every effort to keep our tuition affordable and provide scholarship assistance when we 
are able all the while employing the most qualified teachers we can find. Through our own 
fundraising efforts and generous donations from two Churches in Wilmot, we established a 
scholarship assistance fund approximately 6 years ago. In 2008, approximately $2,000 was given 
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out in tuition assistance.We have given out approximately $1200 in scholarship funds so far this 
year. We have also created a Wilmot Resident Scholarship Fund for the purpose of helping to 
fund town residents, to enable them to attend our school. The future of the WLP scholarship lies 
with the community. We are accepting donations to keep the fund alive for future students as we 
are unable to contribute to it due to a very tight budget. All of our fundraising is directed to help 
run the school. 


Playground Equipment Replacement Fund 
The school was the lucky recipient in 2008 of a grant from Mascoma Savings Bank Foundation 


to establish a fund which will be used to replace worn equipment in our playground. In order to 
replace the Cedar Works equipment (which was donated used a number of years ago) with 
similar, high quality equipment, more money must be added to the fund. If you would like to 
donate to the fund, make your check payable to WLP and write Playground Equipment 
Replacement Fund in the memo. We can supply you with the school’s 501c3 tax ID number for 
tax deductions. If you would like to donate your time to a fundraiser for the playground, please 
give the school a call. 


Thank you to the Wilmot Community Association for their support. Thank you to the Wilmot 
Congregational Church and the Wilmot Baptist Church for their unflagging support of the 
school. Thank you to all who supported the New London Inn “Thursday’s Child” dinner, the 
Kids Stuff Sale and the Plant and Bake sale. Thank you to Piero Canuto for his generous support 
of WLP all these years. Thank you to Brian and Susan Nooney, CPA, for their generous support 
and outstanding professional services. Thank you to Alice Chandler for everything she does to 
help make the school’s scholarship program work and the assistance she gives to families.

Household Hazardous Waste Collection -- ANNUAL REPORT 2009 


During 2009 the Committee continued to maintain a regional website (www.uvhhw.org), hosted 
booths at the Upper Valley Home Life Exhibition and the Hanover Food Co-op, and provided 
volunteers for the household hazardous waste collections at the Lebanon Landfill. 


Home & Life Show Event Booth: The Household Hazardous Waste Committee's booth in 
March featured information on collections in the area including dates and what materials are and 
are not accepted. “Universal Waste” examples and management options were provided. These 
materials include rechargeable batteries, fluorescent light bulbs, auto batteries, antifreeze, and 
mercury-containing devices such as button batteries, thermostats, and thermometers. Pesticide 
free lawn and garden care continued to be a focus. Alternative cleaning recipes were distributed. 
A large map displayed the household hazardous waste collections in the area with their dates, 
times, and contacts for further information. 


Co-op Community Partner in March: The Committee displayed a tri-fold on HHW 
collections, what to bring, what is not acceptable, collection statistics, etc. Handouts were 
provided for non-toxic household cleaner recipes, informational sheets on batteries crop-off sites, 
dates and location of 2009 HHW collections, and information on universal waste. 


Household Hazardous Waste Collection Support: The committee provided volunteer support 
at the collections held at the Lebanon Landfill, keeping waiting times short and residents 
informed. A total of 450 households from Cornish, Enfield, Hanover, Lebanon, Lempster, Lyme, 
Piermont, Plainfield, and Springfield brought waste to two collections at the Lebanon Landfill in 
July and October. 


Unwanted Medicine Collection Research: The Committee is working with Dartmouth 
Hitchcock Medical Center to provide Unwanted Medicine collections combined with the 2010 
HHW collections. Training will be obtained from Sarah Silk at the Wolfeboro, NH facility to 
insure successful implementation of a complex service. 


The Upper Valley Household Hazardous Waste Committee is made up of volunteers from Upper 
Valley towns. We invite anyone interested to attend our meetings and become involved. 
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FY 09 Annual Report for the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission 
(Commission) 


The Commission is one of nine regional planning commission in New Hampshire created to coordinate all 
aspects of planning, act as a liaison between local and state/federal agencies and provide advisory technical 
assistance on land use issues. We serve 27 communities from Piermont to Charleston along the Connecticut 
River and from Wilmot to Washington to the east. 


Over the past year the Commission has expended a significant amount of energy increasing visibility, public 
relations and identifying the needs of the communities, ultimately aimed at building stability and capacity in 
order to better address land use issues that are important to the long-term sustainability of the communities 
within the region. 


Revenue for the Commission was $721,630.58 for FYO9. A large percentage of this funding comes from the 
Unified Planning Work Program utilizing Federal Highway Administration funding through the NH 
Department of Transportation. Other state and federal funding sources include the NH Department of 
Environmental Services, the NH Department of Safety - Homeland Security and Emergency Management, 
and the Office of Energy and Planning. Member communities and counties provide membership dues. In 
FY2009 this allowed the Commission to leverage approximately $350,000 in state and federal funds, and 
provided with the Commission with just over 15% of its revenue. 


The Commission consists of representatives appointed by the leadership of each member municipality or 
county. These Commissioners represent your community's interests in the work the Commission does. The 
Commission had ten new Commissioners appointed by various municipalities and counties expanding 
resources and expertise within its leadership and demonstrating considerable renewed interest in regional 
collaboration. Additionally, Grafton County became a member of the Commission this year. 


Some of this year’s highlights include initiating Grafton County Coordination Summit which led to Regional 
Coordinating Councils for transit in Grafton modeled after the Sullivan County RCC which the Commission 
has shepherded for 3 years. We also developed a program for solid waste transportation management 
planning assistance for Sullivan County through USDA Solid Waste funding. In addition we secured funding 
and have begun work on developing a site for an Intermodal facility within the Upper Valley and completed 
four Natural Resource Inventories, three Master Plan sections and numerous reviews of zoning ordinances 
and local land use policies. 


The Commission provides a significant amount of hours of technical assistance to communities that inquire 
about specific local issues, data requests or needed resources. The communities of Claremont, Clarlestown, 
Dorchester, Enfield, Goshen, Hanover, Lempster, Lyme, Orford, Plainfield, New London, Springfield, 
Sunapee, Washington and Wilmot all took advantage of these services this past year. 


The Commission was engaged in over 45 projects within the region this year and has increased its capacity 
to serve the communities of the region. 


We have already begun work on many new initiatives in the region and thank you for your continued 
support.
